growth and stunts the lambs. A small, 
thin lamb nearly always sells as a 
cull on the market. 
There is usually

mand; consequently culls always sell 
for the lowest price; 
She. p producers 
will find that It pays Well, from a mar­ 
ket standpoint, to have the ewes in 
strong, vigorous condition at lambing 
time. 
If good winter p a st u re is available 
it is comparatively easy to keep the 
flock in g<>od Condition 
Fall wheat 
or other pasture with clover or alfalfa 
hay for dry roughage, makes an excel­ 
lent ration for pregnant ewes, and the 
exercise which they get while grazing 
will bring them to lambing in a vigor­ 
ous condition.

the Palais de .Justice, the Law Courts 
of the City of Paris. 
On the site was 
the Palace of the Roman 
Emperor 
Uulina, and later the home of all the 
! ancient kings of France, 
lhe palace 
is on the small 
island 
which, su r­ 
rounded by the river Seim*, formed 
1 the original Roman city of Lutetia, 
¡named from the native tribe who oc- 
i cupied the place before the Romans. 
• For those times it was very strong- 
' ly fortified and at the end of one of 
the bridges was the fort, or Chate- 
lei, which gave its name to the fam- 
1 ou. present Place du Chatelet, where 
stand 
the theatre of Sarah 
Bern- 
; hardt. 
The island itself was far too 
mall for the great army 
of 
Julian 
and the soldiers’ camp 
was on the 
main land in the place where 
now 
».AM* sees the beautiful garden of 
the 
Luxembourg. 
Nearby were the huge 
bathing 
establishments 
without 
¡which no Roman settlement was eom- 
i j l . u . 
The ruins of these are still to 
b< -cm dose to the Musee de t ’luny. 
The Cormiergerie 
took 
its 
name 
¡from the fact that during the 
times 
of the kings this part of the building 
was the residence of the major domo 
ihi palace, or the “concierge” . In 
the neighborhood 
of his 
quarters 
were also the dungeons and prison 
of the palace, and now these same 
pi isofts bear the name of Conciergcr- 


ie. 
The palace was a vast assemblage 
of buildings, built around courts and 
g a rd en s . 
In this 
enclosure is 
the 
dream 
in 
stone, the 
marvellous 
Sainte Chapelle, or 
Holy 
Chapel, 
called 
today the most perfect 
ex­ 
ample in the world of Gothic grace 
and beauty. 
It was the chapel 
or 
place of worship for the royal house­ 
hold and was built in 
a century 
of 
great religious fervor, 
during 
the 
time of the crusades, by King Louis 
IX, called Saint Louis, as 
a shrine 
for the relics, supposed to be 
por­ 
tions of 
the 
cross 
and crown of 
thorns of 
Christ, 
Brought by 
the 
king from the Holy Lind. 
It was 
begun in 1245 and finished a 
few 
years later. 
Much of the former palaces exists 
in the place of today. The old 
Ho­ 
man foundations were too magnifi­ 
cent and strong to be discarded and 
one building after another was add­ 
ed during the course of the centuiies 
and the old ones restored, so that to­ 
day one can see almost the history of 
all the centuries since the beginning 
of the 
Christian 
Era in the 
vast 
buildings known as the 
Palais 
de 
Justice. 
Strangers 
call the 
whole 
mass the Conciergerie because 
for 
them the prison of Marie Antoinette 
is the famous part of it. 
The facade 
of the building facing the quay, the 
part 
containing 
the 
two 
towers 
is the real conciergerie. 
The 
halls 
and cells of the prison also face the 
inner courts. 
The tiny room of Ma­ 
rie Antoinette, has been made into a 
little chapel with a memorial stone 
relating her tragic fate. 
In this tiny 
place she was never for an instant, 
left alone. 
One brutal jailor after 
another was ordered 
never to lose 
sight of her. To humiliate the proud 
queen and make her suffer she was 
given no privacy whatever. 
The seeds of all this crop of mis­ 
ery were sown by the extravagance 
of the magnifieient King Louis XIV, 
who lived out his own life in the u t­ 
most splendor. 
France was taxed to 
the point of starvation. 
The people 
were held in terror of their lives, 
in 
absolute slavery, 
in ignorance 
and 
agony of want. 
The court was 
the 
most luxurious ever known, the most 
extravagant. 
Hundreds 
of millions 
were spent upon the new palace of 
Versailles, and its 
wonderful 
g a r­ 
dens. 
Then came 
Louis 
XV who never 
amounted to very' much, and who was 
too corrupt to have any real influ­ 
ence upon the fast rising tide of the 
revolution. 
At his sudden death his 
grandson, the young prince who had 
married the beautiful princess Marie 
Antoinette of Austria, came to 
the 
throne as Louis XVI. 
His girl-bride

“God help us.

Her husband had no power 
to stem the tide. He had no taste for 
royalty. 
He would rather have been 
a plain citisen, but fate had ordered 
otherwise. 
It was but a short step 
through a troubled life to death up­ 
on the 
scaffold, 
where 
the sharp 
knife of La 
Guillotine 
made short 
1 work of the king, the queen, many 
other members of the royal 
family 
and 
most 
of 
the aristocrats 
of 
France. 
The frenzied people th irst­ 
ed for blood, drank till they were sa­ 
tiated and could drink no more, then, 
weary of bloodshed and the democra­ 
cy they had fought so hard to pos­ 
sess, elected Napoleon emperor with 
frantic joy, and came once 
more un­ 
der a tyranny more 
absolute 
than 
they had ever known. 
During the revolution the halls of 
the Conciergerie, which had been the 
lounging place of the soldiers of the 


royal household^ of 
ancient 
times, 
were filled to suffocation with 
the 


elegant aristocrats, the most 
highly 


educated 
and magnifieant 
of 
the 


world’s nobility. 
It was the crown­ 


ing grievance 
of the revolutionists 
that th ey could wring by their tor- 
tur eno word or sign of fear or panic 
out of these men and women whose 
creed w as to show the world only a 
smiling elegance and grace, no m a t­ 
ter 
w hat 
storms 
raged 
beneath. 
These aristocrats, who had been 
ac­ 
customed to the extreme of luxury, 
lived months in this 
and 
in other 
prisons of Paris, in filth and with no 
clean garm ents. 
They slept on dirty, 
vermin-infested straw; were mocked 
and spit upon and insulted 
by the 
very scum of Paris cut-throats 
and 
thieves; were placed, bound, in foul 
dirt and offal 
carts, 
and jeered 
at 
through the streets of Paris on their 
way to the guillotine and a case was 
never cited even by their brutal m as­ 
ters, quick to seize upon any weak­ 
ness, of one who was afraid, or j a r ­ 
red out of his oi her smiling, 
con­ 
temptuous ease and superiority. 
It 
infuriated the people. 
It was some­ 
thing 
they 
could 
not understand. 
They bad never been trained 
them ­ 
selves through centuries to hide their 
feelings under a smiling mask. 
The 
people longed to see these tyrants, 
these rich who had trampled 
them 
under foot, cringe and cry out 
for 
mercy. 
Never once through all those 
fearful days when tens of thousands 
met their death did it happen. 
The people finally turned upon the 
leaders of the revolution. 
All 
the 
murderers were in turn led to 
the 
same guillotine, but here was a dif­ 
ferent scene. 
Robespierre screamed 
and yelled with fear and frantic cries 
of pain, and so did many others. The 
mob was pleased to at last find peo­ 
ple who could be made to admit *ut- 
fering. 
They gloated even more 
in 
the death of these cowards than in 
the death of the aristocrats who had 
died so bravely. 
Finally when most everybody was 
killed for whom any possible reason 
for being killed could be 
given the 
people settled back 
into 
a gorged 
happiness 
and 
welcomed the 
new 
ruler, the iron-w illed Napoleon and 
his splendid empire in 
which 
the 
state 
and gorgeousness 
of 
form er 
kings was eclipsed. 
The French peo­ 
ple are content always with a leader 
who has ability even if he is a ty r ­ 
ant. Louis XIV was looked up to and 
admired though 
he almost 
ruined 
France. 
Napoleon was 
worshipped 
even if he was the greatest autoc v> 
France had ever known. 
The great clock on the corner t >w- 
er of the Conciergerie is the oldest 
clock in France. 
It was made 
in 
1370 
For many 
centuries it 
was 
known to all as “the clock’ and 
was 
considered one of the marvels of th e 
city. 
Within the walls of the anc - 
ent palace were little corridors 
of 
shops where the fine ladies of 
the 
court made their purchases so as n /: 
to be obliged to brave 
the dangers 
of outside streets. 
It 
says in 
the 
old records of the city th at in 
these 
same shopping corridors 
the nobles 
and ladies of the court walked 
and 
shopped and flirted in all the splen­ 
dor of court attire. 
In those days the bulk of the pop­ 
ulation was considered 
as strange, 
almost wild animals, to be avoided as 
much as possible to be kept from mo­ 
tives of p o l i c y -th e y were useful in 
case of w a r — amiable 
and friendly. 
In later times as in the years pre­ 
ceding the great revolution, it 
was 
not even thought worth while to keep 
them friendly. 
The Roman Em per­ 
ors were wise enough to realize th a t 
the people must be kept from think­ 
ing. 
They gave them all manner of 
sports and shows to fill their minds 
and amuse them. 
They were wiser 
in their time and generation than the 
old French kings. 
A mass of ignor­ 
ant people can be imposed upon 
a 
long time if their minds are diverted. 
The bloodshed and terrors of 
the 
French Revolution m ight have been 
avoided if the starving masses of the 
people had had even a little am use­ 
ment and just enough food to keep 
life in them. 
The superb Place de la 
Concorde in Paris with its magnifi­ 
cent fountains and splendor ol loveli­ 
ness is where the famous guillotine 
stood and where the red blood flow­ 
ed so continuously fer months that 
the waters of the Seine ran red 
to 
the sea.

till, but fo r

land reclaim ed from the sea by 
its 
people. 
E ighty-five per cent of its 
surface is below 
the 
level 
of the 
N orth Sea. 
That is why it is call­ 
ed Holland, th at is hollow land. 
It 
is formed* from 
the 
soil, 
brought 
down fro m central Europe by 
the 
Rhi.ie, Meuse, and Scheldt. 
Holland 
is really th e delta of these th ree riv­ 
ers. 
F rom the sea it is protected by 
a long line of sand hills called dunes. 
They are connected by dikes. 
Should 
any one of them 
burst, 
th e whole 
cou n try round would be flooded. That 
is why, if the d an g er threatens, the 
citizens are called out at any time, 
day or night, by 
the 
booming 
of 
g uns or 
the 
ringing of bells. 
The 
safety of all depends on the w ater 
being kept out. 
Once a little D utch boy w as walk 
ing home toward nightfall, when he 
noticed a tiny hole in the dike, th ru 
which the sea was trickling. 
There 
was no one about, and by the time 
he could have run for help it 
would 
have been too late; so, w ithout more 
ado, he clapped his hand on th e hole, 
and kept it there all night to pre­ 
vent the hole g ettin g 
bigger. 
All 
children in Holland love the story of 
this brave and th oughtful boy. 
Until 1552 dikes w ere m ade of 
kind of seaweed, called wier, g a th er­ 
ed on the island of WiVringen. 
Then 
heavy beams, joined by stro n g 
iron 
bolts, cam e to be used, 
and 
these 
were defended by pile 
w ork. 
Now 
this is fu rth e r strengthened by ea rth 
flint, granite, or concrete, so th a t it 
is a long time since Holland has been 


flooded by sea w ater. As we all read 
in our history, the Dutch people once 
saved th eir freedom by b u rsting the 
dikes them selves. By doing this they 
relieved Lyeden, which was besieged 
by 
the Spaniards, 
and 
forced 
the 
King of S pain to understand th a t he 
could not hope to conquer the Dutch. 
Holland h as 155 miles of sea dikes. 
The most rem arkable is the one 
a t 
W ^st Kapelle. 
It is 12,648 feet long 
by 23 feet high, with a slope of 300 
feet to the sea. 
It is so wide th a t a 
fine road and a' railw ay have 
been 
constructed on top of it. 
A polder is land below the sea lev­ 
el, which w sa once either a m orass or 
a lake, but has been drained.

m ent and by windmills, which bum p 
out the su rp lu s 
w ater 
into canals 
and these c a rry it out to sea. 
W hen 
a polder is to be constructed, th e su 
face is divided up into acres, se p a­

canals. 
T he w ater

of 
them is bum ped into tran sv erse ca­ 
nals of a higher level. 
These ag ain 
flow int oothers, which have an out 
let to the sea. 
The B eem ster

It has four canal 
systems, all of different levels. T here 
are so m an y canals in Holland th a t 
it is said one could travel all over it 
by w ater. 
A nother g re a t polder w as 
made out of Lake H aarlem . The big 
gest, w hen it is finished, will be th e 
Zuider Zee,

Generally Advisable for Beginner ite 
Purchase Grade A n lm a le -S ta rt* 
W ith Small Flock. 


In the selection antfi care oftthe ewe 
flock it is generally advlsaW ejfor the 
beginner to purchase ¡good grxdde ewes 
unless he wishes to go in to jth e high, 
class purebred traile In th efvery be­ 
ginning. 
Generally, it Is more satis­ 
factory for him to start or* a small 
scale and learn the buxines* before 
putting too much money .into the high­ 
er priced purebreds. 
It# Is also advis­ 
able that he start with /good ewes and 
aim to some day replace them with 
the better bred individuals. It Is bet­ 
ter to start with a sm all number, say 
ten or twelve ewes typical-of the breed 
of which they am /grades, *and, in buy­ 
ing, nothing but ewes w ith 
sound 
mouths and sound^udders*Abould be se­ 
lected. Generally speajdng, yearlings 
and two-year-olds are better buying 
than older ewea, although sometimes 
older ewes may * be ¿procured to ad­ 
vantage.

ton-seed meal per day, may be fed.

j rounded by the river Seine, formed 
1 the original Roman city of Lutetia, 
named from the native tribe who oc- 
i cupied the place before the Romans. 
For those times it was very strong* 
l> fortified and at the end of one of 
the hndg* 
was the fort, or t ’hate- 
let, which gave its name to the fam- 
; ou. piesent Place du ('hatelet, where 
tand 
the theatre of Sarah 
Bern- 
| haidt. 
The island itself was far too 
mall for th** great army 
of 
Julian 
and the 
oldiers’ eamp 
was on the 
main land in the place where 
now 
: one ees the beautiful garden of 
the 
Luxembourg. 
Nearby were the huge 
bathing 
i stablishments 
without 
¡which no Roman settlement was com* 
plot«. 
The ruins of these are still to 
I be »«>« n close to the Musee d«* Cluny. 
lln Conciergerie 
took 
its 
name 
from the fact that during the 
times 
of the kings this part of the building 
I wa- the residence of the major domo 


j of tin palace, or th« "concierge” . In 
I the neighborhood 
of his 
quarters 
were also the dungeons and prison 
of the palace, and now these same 
prisons bear the name of Concierger- 
ie. 
The palace was a vast assem blage 
of buildings, built around courts and 
gardens. 
In this 
enclosure is 
the 
dream 
in 
stone, the 
marvellous 
Saint«* Chapelle, or 
Holy 
Chapel, 
call* d today the most perfect 
ex­ 
ample in the world of Gothic grace 
and beauty. 
It was the chapel 
or 
place of worship for the royal house­ 
hold and was built in 
a century 
of 
great religious fervor, 
during 
the 
time of the crusades, by King Louis 
IX. called Saint Louis, as 
a shrine 
for the relics, supposed to be 
por­ 


t i o n s of 
the 
cross 
and crown of 
thorns off 
C hrist, 
Brought by 
the 
king from the H«dy I^ind. 
It was 
begun in 1245 aud finished a 
few 
years later. 
Much of the form er palaces exists 
in the p lace of today. 
The old 
Ro­ 
man foundations were too magtiifi- 
cent and strong to be discarded and 
one building after another was add­ 
ed during the course of the centuries 
and the old ones restored, so th a t to­ 
day one can see almost the history of 
all the centuries since the beginning 
of tlu* 
C hristian 
Era in the 
vast 
buildings known as the 
Palais 
de 
Justice. 
S trangers 
call the 
whole 
mass the Conciergerie because 
for 
them the prison of Marie A ntoinette 
is the famous part of it. 
The facade 
of the building facing the quay, the 
part 
containing 
the 
two 
tow ers 
is the real conciergerie. 
The 
halls 
and cells of the prison also face the 
inner courts. 
The tiny room of Ma­ 
rie A ntoinette, has been made into a 
little chapel with a memorial stone 
relating her tragic fate. 
In this tiny 
place she was never for an instant, 
left alone. 
One brutal jailor after 
another was ordered 
never to lose 
sight of her. To hum iliate the proud 
queen and make her suffer she was 
given no privacy whatever. 
The seeds of all this crop of m is­ 
ery were sown by the extravagance 
of the m agnificient King Louis XIV, 
who lived out his own life in the u t­ 
most splendor. 
France was taxed to 
the point of starvation. 
The people 
were held in terro r of their lives, 
in 
absolute slavery, 
in ignorance 
and 
agony of want. 
The court was 
the 
m ost luxurious ever known, the most 
extravagant. 
Hundreds 
of millions 
were spent upon the new palace of 
V ersailles, and its 
wonderful 
g a r­ 
dens. 
Then came 
Louis 
XV who never 
am ounted to very much, and who was 
too corrupt to have any real influ­ 
ence upon the fast rising tide of the 
revolution. 
At his sudden death his 
grandson, the young prince who had 
m arried the beautiful princess Marie 
A ntoinette of A ustria, came to 
the 
throne as Louis XVI. 
His girl-bride 
clasped her hands in terro r and said: 
“God help us. 
We are too young to 
rule”. 
Her husband had no power 
to stem the tide. He had no taste for 
royalty. 
He would rath er have been 
a plain citizen, but fate had ordered 
otherwise. 
It was but a short step 
through a troubled life to death up­ 
on the 
scaffold, 
where 
the sharp 
knife of La 
Guillotine 
made short 
work of the king, the queen, many 
other members of the royal 
family 
and 
most 
of 
the aristocrats 
of 
France. 
The frenzied people th irst­ 
ed for blood, drank till they were sa­ 
tiated and could drink no more, then, 
weary of bloodshed and the dem ocra­ 
cy they had fought so hard to pos­ 
sess, elected Napoleon em peror with 
frantic joy, and came once 
more un­ 
der a tyranny more 
absolute 
than 
they had ever known. 
During the revolution the halls of 
the Conciergerie, which had been the 
lounging place of the soldiers of the 


r«i.val household 
of 
ancient 
tim es, 


were filled to suffocation with 
the 
elegant aristocrat*, the most 
highly 
educated 
and m agnificant 
of 
the 


world's nobll’ty. 
It was the crow n­ 


ing grievance 
of the revolutionists 
th at they could wring by their tor- 
tu r eno word or *ign of fear or panic 
<iut of these men and women whose 
cited was to show the world only a 
sm iling elegance and grace, no m at­ 
ter 
w hat 
storm* 
raged 
beneath. 
These aristocrat*, who had been 
ac­ 
custom ed to the extrem e of luxury, 
lived m onths in this 
and 
in other 
prisons of Paris, in filth and with no 
clean garm ents. 
They slept on dirty, 
verm in-infested straw ; were mocked 
and spit upon and insulted 
by the 
very scum of P an* cut-throats 
and 
thieves; were placed, bound, in foul 
dirt and offal 
carts, 
and jeered 
at 
through the streets of Paris on their 
way to the guillotine and a case was 
never cited even by their brutal m as­ 
ter*, quick to seize upon any w eak­ 
ness, «if one who was afraid, or ja r ­ 
red out of his o! her smiling, 
con­ 
tem ptuous ease and superiority. 
It 
infuriated the people. 
It was some­ 
thing 
they 
could 
not understand. 
They had never been trained 
them ­ 
selves through centuries to hide their 
feelings under a *tniling mask. 
The 
people longed to see these ty ran ts, 
these rich who had tram pled 
them 
under foot, cring* and cry out 
for 
mercy. 
Never once through all those 
fearful days when tens of thousands 
met their death did it happen. 
The people finally turned upon the 
loaders of the revolution. 
All 
the 
m urderers w ere in turn led to 
the 
same guillotine, but here was a dif­ 
ferent scene. 
Robespierre scream ed 
and yelled with fear and frantic cries 
of pain, and so did many others. The 
mob was pleased to at last find peo­ 
ple who could be made to adm it suf­ 
fering. 
They gloated even more 
in 
the death of these cowards than in 
the death of the aristocrats Who had 
died so bravely. 
Finally when most everybody was 
killed for whom any possible reason 
for being killed could be 
given the 
people settled back 
into 
a gorged 
happiness 
and 
welcomed the 
new 
ruler, the iron-willed Napoleon and 
his splendid empire in 
which 
the 
state 
and gorge«»usness 
of 
form er 
kings was eclipsed. 
The French peo­ 
ple are content always with a leader 
who has ability even if he is a ty r­ 
ant. Louis XIV was looked up to and 
adm ired though 
he alm ost 
ruined 
France. 
NapolcQti was 
w orshipped 
even if he was the greatest autoc v. 
France had ever known. 
The great clock on the corner t >w- 
er of the Conciergerie is the old«?st 
clock in France. 
It was made 
in 
1370. 
For many 
centuries it 
was 
known to all as “the clock’ and 
was 
considered one of the m arvels of the 
city. 
W ithin the w alls of the anr - 
ent palace were little corridors 
of 
shops where the fine ladies of 
the 
court made their purchases so as n ;; 
to be obliged to brave 
the dangers 
of outside streets. 
It 
says in 
the 
old records of the city th a t in 
these 
same shopping corridors 
the nobles 
and ladies of the court walked 
and 
shopped and flirted in all the splen­ 
dor of court attire. 
In those days the bulk of the pop­ 
ulation was considered 
as strange, 
alm ost wild anim als, to be avoided as 
much as possible to be kept from mo­ 
tives of policy —they were useful in 
case of w ar—am iable 
and friendly. 
In later times as in the years pre­ 
ceding the great ^revolution, it 
was 
not even thought w orth while to keep 
them friendly. 
The Roman E m per­ 
ors were wise enough to realize th a t 
the people must be kept from think­ 
ing. 
They gave them all m anner o t 
sports and shows to fill their minds 
and amuse them. 
They were 
w iser 
in their time and generation than the 
old French kings. 
A -mass of ignor­ 
ant people can be imposed upon 
a 
long tim e if their minds are diverted. 
The bloodshed and terro rs of 
the 
French Revolution m ight have been 
avoided if the starving m asses of the 
people had had even a little am use­ 
ment and just enough food to keep 
life in them. 
The superb Place de la 
Concorde in Paris w ith its m agnifi­ 
cent fountains anfl splendor of loveli­ 
ness is where the fam ous guillotine 
stood and where the red blood flow ­ 
ed so continuously for m onths th a t 
the w aters of the Seine ran red 
to 
the sea.

vailed th at th a t provision for a fixed 
bath would prevent the conversion of 
many houses and make it impossible 
to give the benefit of the bill to the 
middle class.

Holland is a 
small 
country. 
It 
would be sm aller still, but for 
the 
land reclaim ed from the sea by 
its 
people. 
Eighty-five per cent of its 
surface is below 
the 
level 
of the 
North Sea. 
That is why it is call­ 
ed Holland, th a t is hollow land. 
It 
is for meek from 
the 
soil, 
brought 
down from central Europe by 
the 
Rhine, Meuse, and Scheldt. 
Holland 
is really the delta of these three riv­ 
ers. 
From the sea it is protected by 
a long line o f sand hills called dunes. 
They are connected by dikes. 
Should 
any one of them 
burst, 
the whole 
country round would be flooded. T hat 
is why, if the danger threatens, the 
citizens are called out at any tim e, 
ilay or night, by 
the 
booming 
of 
guns or 
the 
ringing of bells. 
The 
safety of ail depends on the w ater 
being kept out. 
Once a little Dutch boy was w alk­ 
ing home toward nightfall, when he 
noticed a tiny hole in the dike, thru 
which the sea was trickling. 
There 
was no one about, and by the tim e 
he could have run for help it 
would 
have been too late; so, w ithout more 
ado, he clapped his hand on the hole, 
and kept it there all night to pre­ 
vent the hole getting 
bigger. 
All 
children in Holland love the story of 
this brave and thoughtful boy. 
Until 1552 dikes w ere made of 
a 
kind of seaweed, called wier, g ath er­ 
ed on the island of Wifcringen. 
Then 
heavy beams, joined by strong 
iron 
bolts, came to be used, 
and* these 
were defended by pile 
work. 
Now 
this is further strengthened by earth 
flint, granite, or concrete, so th a t it 
is a long time since H olland has been

As we all read 
in our history, the Dutch people once 
saved their freedom by bursting the 
dikes them selves. By doing this they 
relieved Lyeden, which was besieged 
by 
the Spaniards, 
and 
forced

King of Spain to understand th a t he 
could not hope to conquer the Dutch. 
Holland has 155 miles of sea dikes 
The most rem arkable is the one 
at 
W ^st Kapelle. 
It is 12,648 feet long 
by 23 feet high, with a slope of 300 
feet to the sea. 
It is so wide th a t a 
fine road and a# railw ay have 
been 
constructed on top of it. 
A polder is land below the sea lev­ 
el, which wsa once either a m orass or 
a lake, but has been drained. 
It 
is 
kept dry by m eans 
of 
an em bank­ 
m ent and by windm ills, which bump 
out the surplus 
w ater 
into canals, 
and these carry it out to sea. 
When 
a polder is to be constructed, the su* 
face is divided up into acres, sep t 
rated 
by w hat are .called 
prim ary 
canals. 
The w ater 
of 
several 
of 
them is bumped into transverse ca­ 
nals of a higher level. 
These again 
flow int oothers, which have an out­ 
let to the sea. 
The B eem ster 
Prov­ 
ince is a polder. 
It has four canal 
system s, all of different levels. There 
are so m any canals in Holland th a t 
it is said one could travel all over it 
by w ater. 
A nother great polder was 
made out of Lake H aarlem . The big­ 
gest, when it is finished, will be the 
Zuider Zee, 
which 
is 
now 
being 
drained and ringed round w ith 
an 
em bankm ent. W hen the work is com 
pleted, there will be no sea in N orth 
Holland, but a rich new province of 
a million and a half acres.
